Bill Yale Opposed

Addressing the reception of 
the Jewish Pro-Peronist body, 
President Peron asserted that 
he had demonstrated during his 
administration that he was just 
toward the Jews. He said his 
doctrine “is brotherhood, good- 
will and dignity of the human 
being,” and he could say in all 
humility to the Jewish commun- 
ity that he feels that he is 
among friends.

He said they were not mutually 
exclusive, terming the UJA gifts 
a system of voluntary taxation 
and the purchase of Israel bonds 
a show of confidence in the Gov- 
ernment of Israed. 

Debate Payment in Bonds 

The morning’ session was 
stirred by heated discussion, 
mostly from the floor with offi- 
cials abstaining from comment, 
over the provision of the bonds 
which permits payment up to 25 
per cent of their value on United 
Jewish Appeal pledges. 

Many community’ delegates 
raised vigorous objections, point: 
ing out that they were commit- 
ted to banks for loans made in 
order to provide cash on pledges, 
and if the pledges were repaid 
in bonds, the bank loans might 
not be met. 

The discussion reached the 
point where a motion was pre- 
sented, which the chairman skill- 
fully refused to recognize. 

Still Negotiating 

It was explained that the final 
decision had not as yet been 
made, and that negotiations were 
in progress with the officials of 
the American Financial and De- 
velopment Corp., sponsors of the 
bond drive. This despite the fact 
that the prospectus for the bonds 
contained the statement that re- 
payment of UJA pledges could be 
made wih the bonds. 

The delegates were told also 
that the final decision as to 
whether to accept payment of 
UJA pledges with bonds rested 
with the local communities.

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J. (NJP) 
--The 15th annual convention of 
the Rabbinical Council of Amer- 
ica (Orthodox) meeting here 
challenged figures on the num- 
ber of Orthodox children  at- 
tending Hebrew schools in the 
United States. 

Rabbi Israel Tabak of Balti- 
more reported on a survey con- 
ducted by his Commission on 
Education, which took exception 
to published figures of the Amer- 
ican Association on Jewish Edu- 
cation.

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WOMEN’S VIEWPOINT 
BAR, BAS MITZVAH PRACTICES 


By HELEN COHEN 
IN describing the practices which have developed in our commu- 
nity in celebrating bar mitzvahs, there were a few other observa- 
tions which I left for another time, partly because of the already 
jengthy piece and partly because they were beside the point in my 
gtand against over-elaborate receptions. 

The first and most significant new trend has been, in just the 
past few months, the transferring of the locale of the Sunday re- 
ception from the home to the vestry of the synagogue. Main reason 

iven by the families for this change is that the home is much too 
small for the four or five hundred or more guests who come to 
share their simcha. An obvious advantage is the easing of the 
concern on the part of the mother, who has enough other details 
on her mind, about the presentability of her home.

with bar and bas mitzvahs coming fast and furious these weeks— 
almost every other week this year, the synagogue is at last making 
up for loss of patronage of marriage-minded folk, who seem to 
prefer hotels and country clubs for this sacred ceremony. 

Now that the bas mitzvah has gotten under way, we can report 
that parents have arranged just as fine a Sabbath kiddush for them 
as the sons have received. The difference, thus far, is that instead 
of the big Sunday blow-out, the girls usually just invite their own 
friends and classmates for a dinner or party. 

If you want to know what part is played in the Friday evening 
service by the bar mitzvah, I don’t get to many of those, but I be- 
lieve the bar mitzvah remains on the bimah during the entire 
service and recites the kiddish for the wine. The speech in English 
usually made on Friday evening in other congregations, is de- 
livered by our bar mitzvahs during the Saturday kiddush, Then 
too, since the Sisterhood furnishes cookies and tea each Friday, the 
mother is relieved of this responsibility.

BIT of drama was enacted‘not long ago with Mount Scopus 

for a setting. 

Mt. Scopus, site of Hadassah’s Medical School and Hospital and 
of Hebrew University, is in Arab territory with the result that both 
institutions stand idle falling into sad disrepair. However, a few 
persons are allowed to visit the place, which remains guarded by 
a Jewish garrison. 

For several days m April Mount Scopus had as a visitor a 
young lady come to investigate the contents of the record library 
at Hebrew University. Dr. Johanna Spector, who received her doc- 
torate from Hebrew Union College in 1950, is in Israel on a grant, 
engaged in Jewish music research. From two letters reprinted in 
the Reconstructionist, we learn that people in Jerusalem succeeded 
in frightening but not dissuading her from making the trip, that 
she is the first-woman to go and remain for any length of time, 
that there is no electricity or running water, 

Telling of her surroundings, one would think she was a poet 
as well as a musician: “The beauty of the place is indescribable 
... colors changing all the time ... every hour of the day I dis- 
covered new, never experienced fascinating beauty.” 

The Steinway Grand piano of the University was the object of 
her special affection. She found it standing in solitary but be- 
draggled splendor in a large hall under a leaking roof. With friends 
she moved it to a safer place and covered it with a heavy cloth.

Please tell me the origin of 
our name. My husband’s parents 
come from Russia. The name is 
Lichterman.

Lichterman is a trade name 
and its origin represents a cur- 
ious page in the history of 
Polish Jewry. Towards the end 
of the 18th century the Aus- 
trian and Russian authorities 
imposed a tax on Jewish Sab- 
bath candles within their Pol- 
ish dominions. The tax was 
based on the number of lights 
kindled in the Jewish home for 
the Sabbath. If you burned a 
sufficient number of candles 
you were allowed to vote in 
the Jewish communal elections. 
Since the Government them- 
selves had no facilities for col- 
lecting this tax, they farmed 
it to a local capitalist. The 
latter paid a lump sum and then 
attended to the collection of 
the candle tax from the indi- 
vidual Jewish homes. In Ger- 
man-Jewish the candle tax col- 
lector was known either as 
Pechter or Lichterman (Candle 
Man). Some of these tax col- 
lectors took their family name 
from their occupation.

So readers of The New York Times have not 
abandoned it because it now devotes long col- 
umns to Jewish conventions held hundreds of 
miles away from New York. To a newspaper- 
man this kind of coverage makes sense, since 
The Times is a newspaper for the people of 
New York, then as it naturally covers the ex- 
ploits of the New York Yankees, it just as 
naturally covers the doings of the Jewish group 
who make up a good part of the city’s popula- 
tion.

O MANY requests have come 

in for more explanation of 

the arrangement The Post has 

with the Louisville Jewish com- 

munity, that it might not be 

amiss to discuss it more in de- 
tail. 

In Louisville, a Jewish com- 
munity of just under 10,000 Jew- 
ish souls, the Louisville Confer- 
ence of Jewish Organizations 
subscribes to The Post for every 
Jewish family at $2.00 per year. 
This is just one half the regular 
subscription rate. 

The arrangement has been in 
effect for going on four years 
now, and both sides are pleased. 

Here is why. 

A community spends a great 
deal of money in the period of 
a year on Jewish education. Some- 
times as in the case of the He- 
brew School, somewhere over 
100 children will be reached at 
a total cost of around $20,000 or 
more or less. In addition there 
are various other means for Jew- 
ish education such as lectures, 
Speeches, etc, which must run 
that figure up to twice that 
amount. 

N LOUISVILLE now for four 

years, every Jewish family 
has had the benefit of the con- 
tinuous education process achiev- 
ed through a paper like The Post. 
The readers get a live sprightly 
paper, full both of light and 
heavy material, local, national 
and international. 

As a result of this arrange- 
ment it can be said that the 
Louisville Jewish community is 
the most intelligent on Jewish 
matters of any Jewish commu- 
nity in the USS.

How 
many so-called big shots in the 
Jewish community have never 
opened a Jewish book in their 
life, whether a novel, a collection 
of Jewish humorous stories or 
what have you. 

These people read The. Post, 
many of them word for word. 
Is this not a remarkable situa- 
tion for a Jewish community? 
Compare this to the kind of

These are the advantages of

Teitelbaum Replies, Terms AJCommittee’s Claims Absurd 


@ Editor, National Jewish Post: 

4 Margolin’s reply on behalf 
of the American Jewish Commit- 
tee to my earlier letter in your 
columns completely evades my 
main point. I said in simplest 
terms that the Joint Defense Ap- 
peal of the American Jewish Com- 
mittee and the Anti-Defamation 
League was guilty of gravest 
disservice to the Jewish people 
jn withdrawing from the United 
Jewish Appeal of Greater New 
York this year and in conduct- 
ing an independent and compet- 
itive campaign for funds at the 
height of Israel’s most serious 
economic crisis. 

J did not state that the Ameri- 
ean Jewish Committee does no 
useful work whatever;  other- 
wise it would not be entitled to 
any support from the Jewish 
community. But I did state that 
both the ADL and the American 
Jewish Committee were wasting 
considerable funds by duplicat- 
ing many aspects of each other’s 
work and the activities of other 
agencies. Mr. Margolin’s state- 
ment that “each agency supple- 
ments the work of the other and 
does not duplicate in any area 
of common endeavor” is certain- 
ly a consummation devoutly to 
be wished. But anyone even 
remotely associated with Jewish 
affairs knows that it is certainly 
not an accurate description of 
the existing state of affairs. 

Mr. Margolin lists eight activ- 
ities of the American Jewish 
Committee. That is wholly ir- 
relevant since to repeat, I never 
suggested that his organization 
is doing nothing. But having 
these claims on paper some com- 
ment on them is in order. I rea- 
liz that agencies engaged in 
fund-raising should be pardoned 
an occasional over-statement. 
But not even publicity directors 
have a right to such overstate- 
ments and cavalier disregard of 
the facts as are embodied in Mr. 
Margolin’s letter. 

Thus, for example, the state- 
ment that “it would have been 
impossible to transport the 


child (the 
about) from Iraq to Israel had it 
not been for the American Jew- 
ish Committee’s work in convinc- 
ing the Iraq government to al- 
low the exit of Jews from that 
country” will be read by Ameri- 
can Jews who know the facts, 
and by others with anger over 
such extravagant claims, with 
some amusement. (The trans- 
portation of Jews from Iraq to 
Israel] would certainly have been 
carried out even if the American 
Jewish Committee had never 
been in existence.) 

The bodies chiefly concerned 
are, of course, the Jewish Agen- 
cy and the Joint Distribution 
Committee and the movement 
was made possible only through 
the intervention of the Ameri- 
can and British governments. If 
the Committee seeks to take 
credit for the attitude of the 
American government, the plain 
facts are that Jewish bodies all 
over the world have been active 
in safeguarding the rights of the 
Jews of Iraq. 

Indeed, the only body which 
has done any effective work on 
behalf of the Jews in the Middle 
East at the United Nations is 
the World Jewish Congress 
which, in the crucial period of 
the Israel war of independence 
and in the following years 
brought the position of the Jews 
of these lands, including Iraq, 
to the notice of the UN Economic 
and Social Council in a series of 
memoranda. As a direct result of 
those efforts, the ECOSOC pass- 
ed a resolution calling on the 
governments of these countries 
to respect human rights and fun- 
damental freedoms and drawing 
the documents in the case, in- 
cluding the submissions of the 
World Jewish Congress to the at- 
tention of the Security Council.

and its validity recognized by 
the Assembly sub-committee 


which examined Dr. Perlzweig’s 
credentials. 

Dr. Perlzweig, as the accredit- 
ed representative of the Jewish 
minority in Libya, established 
UN precedent, when he made 
two oral presentations before the 
General Assembly’s sixty-man po- 
litical committee and put forth 
for the first time the demand for 
the protection of minority rights 
and interests. Dr. Perlzweig 
went to Tripolitania immediately 
after the General Assembly ses- 
sion, was hailed in public demon- 
strations by thousands of mem- 
bers of the Jewish community, 
empowered by official resolution 
of the community to continue as 
their representative. The same 
resolution defined the basis of 
the community’s demands.

It was only after all this, when 
its intervention was not only su- 


perfluous but likely to prove 
confusing, that the American 
Jewish Committee  discoyered 


Libya and its representative vis- 
ited the country to make sugges- 
tions to the local community 
which others had already been 
working on for two years. I 
should like to comment on sev- 
eral other claims made by Mr. 
Margolin, but I shall limit my- 
self to one. He asserts that “the 
American Jewish Committee has 
been busy helping to re-establish 
and re-encourage the Jewish 
communities throughout the 
world.” 


The unvarnished fact is that 
the activities of the Committee 
in many lands have served to de- 
stroy the existing unity of Jew- 
ish communities. In Latin Ameri- 
ca, for example, there exist in 
most countries, such as Argen- 
tine, Chili, Uruguay, etc., cen- 
tral Jewish bodies officially rep- 
resenting the entire Jewish com- 
munity. In most instances, these 
bodies are affiliated with the 
World Jewish Congress on whose 
world executive they are Ppepre- 
sented and they are constantly 
asking the WJC to take political 
action on their behalf. 

A single example is the re- 
cent meeting of the UN Econo- 
mic.and Social Council in Chile 
this February and March where 
the WJC was the only Jewish 
body which made any substan- 
tive contribution to the meeting 
and where the WJC representa- 
tion included the leading Jewish 
spokesmen of Chili. At that 
meeting, as a result of presen- 
tations by the World Jewish Con- 
gress’ representative, the UN 


Economic and Social Council re- 
newed its appeal to member 
states to examine sympathetical- 
ly applications for nationaliza- 
tion by stateless persons. This 
important step in the effort to 
abolish the curse of stateless- 
ness marked another UN prece- 
dent when ECOSOC broke with 
UN tradition in renewing its 
appeal. 


It is a well-known fact that 
the American Jewish Committee 
has been making heroic efforts 
to secure some kind of perma- 
nent association with the Jewish 
bodies in Latin America and has 
made attractive financial offers 
to cover the cost of work under- 
taken in common. It sometimes 
wins the support of very limited 
minority groups within the Jew- 
ish community, thus contribut- 
ing to the impairment of the 
united organization which these 
Jewish communities have devel- 
oped. 

The main issue raised in my 
first letter—the morality of the 
Joint Defense Appeal’s action in 
launching an independent cam- 
paign at the height of the UJA 
drive in New York, has remained 
untouched by Mr. Margolin’s ree 
ply. But it is a sad, if not tragic, 
commentary on the state of Jewe 
ish life when organizations can 
in support of such campaigns, 
broadcast to the Jewish com- 
munity such sweeping claims in 
defiance of fact and evidence 
and in contradiction of the pub- 
lie records. 


Senator Fulbright has recent- 
ly suggested the appointment of 
a commission on moral stand- 
ards in government. I should 
like to suggest the appointment 
of a similar commission on more 
ality in Jewish communal] life. 
And its first task should be to 
examine the claims constantly 
being made by some organiza- 
tions, particularly when they 
have to raise funds, in the light 
of available documentary evi- 
dence and the public record. The 
Jewish community would be in 
for some _§ startling—and = salu- 
tary—surprises.

CHARGES BEN GURION DELIBERATELY 
SNUBBED ZOA AND ASKS WHY, WHY?

iy THE Ben Gurion affront to the Zionist Organization of Amer. 
ica which was djscussed in this column last week were an igo, 
lated incident it would hardly be worth the space and time devoted 
to it. When it is viewed as one of a number of such occurrences, 
however, it fits into a pattern of attitudes 
toward the Z.O.A. which American Zionists 
should not ignore. 


The failure of Israel’s Prime Minister tg 
make an appearance at the Z.O.A. “Salute jg 
Israel” im Madison Square Garden could be ex. 
plained possibly on the grounds that the dis, 
tinguished visitor from Israel was occupied with 
other, more important tasks on that evening. 
It would be difficult to find anything more im. 

CARL ALPERT portant than this mark of respect for the one 
organization in America which is selling more than fifty per cent 
of all Israel bonds, At the time of the Garden affair the Z.O.A, hag 
accounted for $22,000,000 out of the national total of $35,000,000, 
but Ben Gurion failed to take heed, even by s0 much as a nod, of 
this remarkable display of support and cooperation. 

Instead he found it convenient to be in Philadelphia that Sun. 
day night, and hence unable to appear in New York. But what 
happened in Philadelphia? What was so important there? The 
facts are the talk of that town, and it would do no harm for the 
rest of the country to be let in on the secret. 


HILE 19,000 persons at the Z.0.A. Madison Square Garden 

affair were told that Ben Gurion was “unable to be present,” 
the Prime Minister was addressing 175 people at a “community. 
wide” meeting at the Warwick Hotel, Philadelphia, There was a 
Solicitation of bond purchases at that meeting, and the statistics of 
record show that 84 pledges were announced. Of these, 79 were 
from ZOA personnel, many of whom had to miss the annual fete 
in New York because of the peculiar Conflict of dates. 

That is not all. The total of bond sales announced was $845. 
000. Of this figure, one leading Philadelphia Jew purchased $100,000, 
Of the remaining $740,000, the ZOA purchases amounted to $658. 
000, and the non-ZOA, $87,000. Ben Gurion was sent to Phila. 
delphia to get him away from the ZOA—and it was the ZOA which 
saved his Philadelphia meeting from dismal failure. 

I use the word “sent” advisedly, because Ben Gurion does not 
make up his own schedules; they are made for him. Somebody 
decided that he should avoid the ZOA,. 


HAT’S the point to all this? Why the quibbling about a con. 

venient non-appearance? There is infinitely much more in. 
volved here than a social snub. The pattern has for several years 
been unmistakably consistent, and any one who will review the 
recent history of the ZOA will find the story plainly told. 

A few years ago the ZOA undertook a mammoth food drive 
for Israel which captured the imagination of many communities 
in this country, and resulted in the dispatching of many shiploads 
of badly needed food. The news of that drive was deliberately 
stifled in Israel, ZOA labels attached to food packages were re- 
moved, and few persons in Israel had any inkling that the great 
American organization was even lifting a finger in behalf of Israel. 
Within the past year much the same has been true with respect 
to a vast amount of supplies and materials sent to Israel. Every 
care has been taken—by somebody—to keep this activity a secret. 
Interestingly enough, no such restraint is exercised in Israel over 
any news which might place the ZOA in an unfavorable light. 

The elimination of the ZOA from any influence in the Jewish 
Agency and then in thesUnited Jewish Appeal is a matter of recent 
record,

unpleasant imeident involving the refusal of the Govern 
ment of Israel to invite Dr. Abba Hillel Silver to visit the 
country was but a boorish manifestation of the same attitude. The 
President of the American Jewish Committee was presumably a 
great friend, and the welcome carpet was thrown out for him after 
extension of an official invitation. Others, too, had been invited 
Dr. Silver, perhaps, might be classed as an “enemy of Israel” in 
view of his record of achievements. 

But why? Why? the bewildered American Zionist must con: 
tinue to ask. True, all the evidence seems to point to a desire to 
undermine the ZOA-—to weaken it, if not to ruin it—but why? 
Why—when the ZOA continues to be the mainstay of Zionist effort 
in this country, and the strongest element of public support for 
Israel? Without the ZOA the bond drive would have been still-born 
or already ended in dreadful catastrophe, 

To understand the reason requires clarification of the difference 
between the State of Israel and the present administration in Israel 
It requires an understanding of the difference between Ben Gurion, 
the glorious Prime Minister of his country, and Ben Gurion, the 
de facto leader of the Mapai political party.
